The city is making a big concession 
to the Iron Mountain Rallroad by a@é- 
cepting its proposition, according to f 
bridge gupporters. The city informally 
agrees to grant the Iron Mountain a 
franchise for its elevated structure, and 
carry the free bridge approach across 
Broadway at such an elevation as to 
greatly impair the usefulness of the 
bridge. 

The Gundlach bill provides: 

The elevation of sald elevated 
structure (wagon Approach) to be.of 
such height as to allow ‘a’ clearanée 
of 18 feet between, the:surface of. the 
elevated (iron Mountain) tracks and 
the Municipal Bridge, together with 
a depth of three feet for the floor 
system of the elevated tracks and a 
clearan¢e of 14 feet between the bot- 
tom of said floor system of said 
elevated tracks and the surface of 
Broadway; said clearance to be 
measured over the point where the 
easternmost rail of the said proposed 
tracks crosses the westernmost ralfl 
of the United Railways tracks as 
now laid of Broadway. 

With the 14 feet above the street level 
for the elevated railroad, plus three feet 
for the floor system, the 18 feet clear. 
ance between that and the frée bridge 
structure, with an additional five feet 
for the “floors of the wagon approach, 
will put the free bridge approach across 
Broadway at ‘an elevation of 4 feet. 

The point where the dpproach will 
cross Broadway is 12.6 above the city 
directrix, making the total height above 
the city directrix 62.6. The point in 
Seventh and Papin streets where the 
approach will touch the surface, is 30% 
feet above the city directrix, The dis- 
tance from Broadway to Seventh street 
is 4. The drop in that distance will 
be 22.3 feet, or a gradient. of 3.46 per 
cent, a serious burden on wagon traffic.

DON’T WANT A GUARD 


Colonel Believes He Can 
Take Care of Himself 
Without Police Aid. 


; 


By Associated Press. 

LUXOR, Upper Egypt, Mareh 23.—Col. 
Roosevelt was asked today whether it 
was true, as reported from Washington, 
that he had summoned Gifford Pinchot, 
the deposed Chief Forester of the United 
States, to meet him at Naples or some 
other European point for a conference 
concerning the Ballinger-Pinchot con- 
troversy and the present conservation 
policy of the administration. 

The inquiry, however, brought no re- 
sponse other than that Roosevelt was 
consistently holding to. his determina- 
tion, announced as he emergéd from the 
jungle, not to answer @ny questions on 
any matter personal or political. 

Cable advices received here state that 
Pinchot will reach’ Hamburg on the 
steamer President Grant next Monday. 
It is also stated that Pinchot sailed 
for Burope at the Roosevelt request 
and that the, latter purposes tp learn 
first hand how his friend became in- 
volved in the quarrel with Secretary 
Ballinger, which split the conservation 
forces into two factions, the one op- 
posed to Pinchot receiving the support 
of President Taft. 

These cable advices were laid before 
Roosevelt, but while there is reason to 
believed he was interested in them, they 
elicited no word inditating the atti- 
tude of the former President in the 
matter or whether he would concern 
himself with a matter of such moment 
to the administration of President Taft 
and the Republican party. 

As the time approaches for Roose- 
velt’s arrival at Cairo there is much 
talk of the police arrangements for his 
safety and convenience, With charac- 
teristic assurance of being able to take 
care of -himself, the Colonel does not 
desire police protection, the idea of 
which is not at all to his liking. How- 
ever, the British authorities have pre- 
pared for any eventuality and do not 
propose that their distinguished guest 


Shall be subjected to any inconvenience 


or anrioyance.

This 
letter will doubtless be forwarded to 
Pinchot, for it probably did not reach 
him before he sailed. , 

Pinchot promised Gov. Hadley to 
come to Missouri as the guest of the 
Forestry Commission and the Gover- 
nor, when the two were in conversa- 
tioh on the river trip to Néw Orleans. 

The Forestry Commission and Gov, 
Hadley will make a detour of the 
Ozark country, after which a State For- 
estry Association will be organized in 
St. Louis for the promotion of forestry 
and to obtain the enactment of needed 
legislation.

Macon 
County’s trouble with its lroad bondholders is 
a mere incident of the larger tax question. ‘The 
herievances of that county on account of its bonds 
for unbuilt railroads merely supplied the occasion 
for the decision which goes to the heart of the 
tax injustices in this State, countenanced and 
sustained by the State Board of Equalization, 
whose official duty is to prevent inequities in 
taxes. . 

The percentage of the actual values of 
texable property upon which th assess- 
ments in different parts of the State are 
based vary from 20 to 70. St. Louis pays taxes 
on valuations of from 60 to 70 per cent. In 
the counties the valuations range from 20 to 50 
per cent. The inequalities in this margin of 
valuations are enormous and appalling, yet the 
Board of Equalization approves them. 

The law, as Judge Adams pointed out, requires 
the assessment of property at its market value, 
This value can be ascertained on every form of 
property. If the law were enforced taxation 
would be equalized so far as the present system 
permits. As the Post-Dispatch suggested last 
year, actual equalization of assessments would 
solve the State’s revenue problems at once. 

The brand of injustice has been stamped by 
the Federal Court of Appeals on the action of the 
Board of Equalization, not only in Macon County, 
but in every. locality where the assessment is not 
in accordance with law.- The board is now en- 
gaged in revising the assessments for this year. 
What will it do? Will it enforce the law and 
compel just assessments, or will it countenance 
law evasion and approve injustice? 

In the light of Judge Adams’ decision, the 
members of the board cannot escape moral judg- 
ment on their official acts. Their attitude to- 
wards the law will be defined. 

For the future the way of relief from the mess 
of inequities and futilities in cur tax system 
lies in the adoption of a constitutional amend- 
ment providing for the separation of State and 
local taxation. Each locality can then adapt its 
taxation to its needs without shifting its bur- 
dens upon others.

for the decision which goes to the heart of the 
tax injustices in this State, countemanced and 
sustained by the State Board of Equalization, 
whose official duty is to prevent inequities in 
taxes. : 

The percentage of the actual values of 
taxable property .upon which thé assess- 
ments in different parts of the State are 
based vary from 20 to 70. St. Louis pays taxes 
on valuations: of from 60 to 70 per cent. In 
the counties the valuations range from 20 to 50 
per cent. The inequalities in this margin of 
valuations are enormous and appalling, yet the 
Board of Equalization approves them. 

The law, as Judge Adams pointed out, requires 
the assessment of property at its market value. 
This value can be ascertained on every form of 
property. If the law were enforced taxation 
would be equalized so far as the present system 
permits. As the Post-Dispatch suggested last 
year, actual equalization of assessments would 
solve the State’s revenue problems af once. 

The brand of injustice has been stamped by 
the Federal Court of Appeals on the action of the 
Board of Equalization, not only in Macon County, 
but in every locality where the assessment is not 
in accordance with law.. The board is now en- 
gaged in revising the assessments for this year. 
What will it do? Will it enforce the law and 
compel jus! assessments, or will it countenance 
law evasion and approve injustice? 

In the light of Judge Adams’ decision, the 
members of the board cannot escape moral judg- 
ment on their official acts. Their attitude to- 
wards the law will be defined. 

For the future the way of relief from the mess 
of inequities and futilities in cur tax system 
lies in the adoption of a constitutional amend- 
ment providing for the separation of State and 
local taxation. Each locality can then adapt its 
taxation to its needs without shifting its bur- 
dens upon others. Meanwhile the duty of the 
Board of Equalization is plain.

Town and a member of the Insurance 
Committee, through a go-between, de- 
manded $4000 of Elijah R. Kennedy, 
legislative agent of the» New York 
Board of Fire Underwriters, to. kill a 
valued policy bill. Kennedy exposed 
this demand.at a meeting of the. As- 
sembly Committee on Insurance,. and 
later thé go-between dropped from $40,- 
000 to a few hundred dollars, but got 
nothing. 

% That when he was Renting the Sul- 
livan bill, aimed.at the Fidelity and 
Casualty Co., President Seward was ap- 
proached by Assemblyman Goldberg of 
Buffalo, who said there was money in 
it, he proposed to have some of it, and 
wanted to’ know what there was in it 
for him to help beat the bill. 

4. That as recently as 1908, Senator

of the Grady »}@-insurance law, which 
was passed in.
